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and the Application is ju the fame, 

not the Wickednefs and criminal Part 
of our Breaches, fo much as on the Folly and 
Impertinence of them 3 not that Strife is 
not to be avoided on all Occafions, as moft 
fatally pernicious in its Meaning, tho’ GOD 
be prais’d, not fo dangerous as formerly 3 
but as "tis a ridiculous, inconfiftent and 
moft abfurd. Piece ef Folly, and on this Ac- 
count it merits to be a little expos’d, and 
that in its Infancy before it gets any Ground 
jn the Minds of Men, or covers the Age 
with the Mifts and Darknefs of Party-Di- 
ftraction. 

I would be glad to hear, any of the Fo- 
menters of ancient Difcords, the Preachers 
up of irreconcilable Differences tefl us now 
what they haveto fay, that us’dtocry out, 
that every true Son of the Church muft life

upa bloody Banner of Defiance agaiuf ‘his 
Brethren, that were always painting Differ 
ters, and Scots Kicks, in Fools Coats to be 
laugh'd at, in Knaves Coats to-be meébb'd, 
and in Devils Coats ‘to fright the-World at 
their Pi@ures ; in thofe times they had Pre 
tences for thefe things, they had old radi- 
cated Prejudices, the wicked Remains of 
civil Brotls, and the Blood and Ravages, of 
the Ages paft, things we had no hand ia, 
and ought to havenothing todowiths they 
had the Encouragements of a debauch’d, ige 
norantand abominable Court, that had the 
Nations Deftruétion in their View, their 
unbounded ‘Lufts in compleat Meridian, the 
Spirit of Tyranny in their Heads, and the 
Devil at their Elbows : To gild thefe Poy- 
fons, they had theempty, feng¢elefS, incon- 
fiftent Sham of Danger to the Church to 
impofe upon the Ignorant, terrifie the De- 
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vout, excite the Furious, and banter the 
World wich. 

Thefe were the blefed Afiftants of thofe 
Gentlemen, that tothe laft Extremity kepe 
up our civil Breaches, thac continued che 
Nations Mileries, that pualh’a Governours 
upon their own Deftrudtion, arid Govern- 
ment it felf into Convultions and ai! Manner 
of Confufion; Blefled Compzny this was 
for the Sons of tne Prophets tu be {cen in, 
and happy Times that any of the facred O?- 
fice fhould with for agaio. ; 

What Diftraétions thefe thiags brought 
upon England, are we'] known, sod had noc 
the People of England been wile enough and 
brave cnough to caft this Hevifh Yoke off, 
and break thefe Bands, GOD Almighty on: 
ly knows, whither things would have gone, 
and to what they might have broughe ys 
in England! 

Indeed, if we look into Scotlid, fad 
Havock has been made hy that very Party, 
and a difmal Hiftory remains cf hole Ti ves 
of Blood, ia whichthefe mad Men reiga’d 5 
along Account of which I may hereafter 
take up thefe Papers about. 

We have aot tar to feek among theft reo- 
ple, to find out what they ain’d at, and 
they difcover’d it piain enough themfelves.

To quac- 
rel before, was ill-natur’d and unkind, but 
now ’tis Madnefs and Nonfence ; every Part 
have their refpective eftablifh’d Conditions 
of Settlement; every Part have their Bounds 
todefend, and the Law is their Guarrantee ; 
they cannot iavade one another, but they 


muft fly in the Face of civil Authority ; 
they cannot difturb the Peace of one ano- 
ther, bus thev break the civil Peace, and 
embcrk che Migiftrat= againtt them. 

And what’s become now of all the old 
Zeal toc Guvernam<nt and Authority ? 
Where’s the Loyaliy ind Ooedience, where 
the furmiteng co Power as the Ordinance 
of GOD, and tor Confcience, where the 
facred Command of the Priace, which we 
w-re foorcenteld to rei.ft, was Damnation ? 
Tis firange, thefe Whigs and Phanaricks 
are become the only Loyel People on afude 
dain, aad che Loyal Gentlemen are become 
fa&tious——The Command ot the Soveraign, 
which we have been tuld both from Fulpic 
and Prefs, was abfulute, and nut to be re- 
fifted upon any Account; how comes it to 
Infe that Veneration, which trefe Gentle- 
men told us once we ought to have for it? 

If there be any Differeuce in the Core 
mands of Autboritv, as to what they are 
now, and what they were about 25 Year 
ago, itis, thac¢ now the Commands of GOD

 correfpond, and then they were Con- 
trari2s in the extreme: The Commands of 
the Gorernmene are now fubfervient to, 
then they infulted ané propban’d the Laws 
of GOD. °Tis ftrange, Gentlemen, chat 
this Change fhould bring to pais the Efft&, 
that you fhould obey your Pricce the lef, 
for your Prince obeying Hvaven more 3 and 
why are we Whiggs become Loyal, becaufe 
Loyalty and Confcience have now no Dif- 
agreement ? 

Strange Alterations, that fone Gentle- 
mer how in the World, that in victous 
and épealy prophane Governments perecus 
ted th:ir Brethren, -for not fabmitiiag to 
that fame Supremacy, which ey openly 
affront, and even in Convocation rebel a- 
gaiaft, ia a Goverment of Vertue, Peace, 
and moft exaétly legai Ad:niniftracion.
